some indication of a disposition ton. the 
part of the Philippine commission to 
uphold the right of habae3 corpus In 
that case the president was obliged to 
cable intrusions both to the commis- 
sion and to General Chaffee, th« result 
of which was a practical denial of the 
writ. 


As far as Aguinaldo is concerned, it 


is said that his captivity In only nom- 
inal. The only evidence of it consists 
in the appearance by his side of an 
army officer when he walks about the 
town, for he is free to go almost any- 
where. 


It is satd that this escort is, per- 


haps, necessary to protect AguinaMo 
from assault, as he has been threaten- 
ed by secret societies.

Boston, Xov. 14.—The executive of- 


ficers of tne American Board of Foreign 
missians, concerning the case of Miss 
Ellen M, Stone, issued a statement yes- 
terday intended to be corrective of er- 
roneous reports that have been widely 
published relative to the conditions that 
resulted in her capture by the brigands. 


This statement 
affirms that Miss 


Stone was in pursuit of her customary 
duties as a missionary wht-n she was 
captured. The route over which she 
was travelling Is one that is continually 
nsed by tbe missionaries and without 
reason for apprehending any special 
danger. No warning whatever was 
given to Miss Stone as to this particular 
Journey, either by the Turkish or Bul- 
garian authorities. She had the usual 
escort of IS or 20 people and was ac- 
customed to carry with her a Turkish 
teskre, or permit to travel.

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QRI6IN OF THE NAMES 


OF BERKSHIRE TOWNS 


An Interesting Article by Student of 


Local History 


An article on the origin of the names 


of the towns of Berkshire county, writ 
tea hy Rev. Charles J. Palmer of 
Lanefiboro, was published in. yester- 
day's PUtsfleld Eagle. Although some 
of the origins are familiar, others are 
less known and the accounts given of 
some of the noithern Berkshire towns 
•vvia be read with inteiest. They are 
given here: 


Adams—Was so named for the cele- 


brated patriot, Samuel Adams, whose 
name carries us back to the parent of 
the human race. The name Adams is 
supposed to mean, the created thing. 
The Adams lamily find their earliest 
appearance in history 
in Wales, 
a 


great many 'centuries ago, one bearing 
the name ot Ap Adams, being the one 
first recorded. 
The ancestry of the 


family may bp found in Volume 7 of 
the New England Genealogical Regis- 
ter, page 39. 


Clatksburg—This place 11 as named 


after the C'ark 
family extensively 


represented among the first settlers. 


Cheshire—Was named after Cheshire, 


England, the oldest town with a con- 
tinuous history in that country and 
the seat of many notable events. I1 is 
a singular coincidence, that Cheshire 
county, England, is principally cele- 
brated for the unusually fine brand of 
cheese produced there and that our 
Cheshire is probably best known to 
most people from the MOmmoth cheese 
sent by its inhabitants to President 
Jefferson. 


Dalton--Dalton -was so named from 


Tristram Dalf>n, speaker ot the house 
or representatives at the tim^ of the 
incorporation of the town. There are 
two theories as to the origin of the 
name 'DaUon. 
The most probable 


nakps it fiom Dale-town, that is, a 
town in a valley. Some, however pre- 
fer to dei ive it from the French word, 
D'Alton, that is, "of the mountain." 


Florida—This town is so cal'«d from 


the accession of what is now the state 
of Florida in the United States about 
the time of the. Incorporation of the 
town. 


Lanes borough—This tovrn 
was so 


named from 
the countess of Lanes- 


borough, Ireland, who was a court 
favorite and a friend of the governor 
of Massachusetts. 


Pittsfleld—Was named after William 


Pitt, at that time Prime Minister. The 
learned essay by Joseph Smith «n the 
circumstances 
connected 
with 
the 


'choice of this particular name renders 
any further explanation unnecessary. 


Savoy—Was so called on account of 


Savoy in Italy, corning into promi- 
nence about the time of the incorpora- 
tion of the town in connection with 
the victories -of Napoleon. 


Williamstown—Was 
named 
after 


Colonel Ephraim Williams, who was 
very celebrated in the early annals of 
Berkshire as the constructor of sev- 
eral of the principal forts found in 
Western Massachusetts, including Fort

DISEASE GERMS. 


What Becomes ot Tb*m After the 


Death ot Their Victim? 


In a recent number of a German jour- 


nal devoted to bacteriology an Interesting 
summary is presented of certain results 
attained by Dr. Kleia in the course of a 
long series of experiments made lately in. 
which Dr. Klein endeavored successfully 
to ascertain what becomes of disease 
germs after the death of their victim. 
These experiments had a very decided 
practical value, »s the conditions which 
they proved to exist dispose effectually 
of oce of the arguments which has been 
often, isssd by advocates of cremation. 


These litter have held that disease 


germs could retain their vitality for an 
indefinitely long period in the buried body 
and that therefore cemeteries, in addition 
to being harmful because of the decaying 
oiganic matter which they contained 
were positively dangerous because they 
acted as immense storage reservoirs for 
the bacteria of the different diseases. 


Dr. Klein's results correct this mis- 


taken idea. In order to carry out his ex- 
periments satisfactorily he buried ani- 
mals which had died from certain known 
diseases, disinterred the bodies at the end 
of varying periods and examined the 
organs for bacteria. 


The bacillus of Asiatic cholera was 


still living at the end of nineteen days, 
but after being buried tor twenty-eighi 
no living specimen could be found. The 
typhoid fever bacillus was able to exist 
for about the same length of time, while 
the germ which causes the bubonic plague 
was able to survive an interment of sev- 
enteen days, but was never found living 
at the end of three weeks. 


The bacillus of consumption lives for 


but a short time after the death of its 
victim. Dr. Klein always found it with- 
out difficulty in the organs, but was nev- 
er able to obtain a successful culture. 
What is perhaps of even greater impor- 
tance, he was never able to cnuse tuber- 
culosis by injecting the bacteria thus 
found into the system of a healthy ani- 
mal. 


Horses' Instinctive Fear. 


Among the surprises of modern city life 


nothing astonishes the man from the 
country more than the indifference of 
the horses to the speeding electric cars, 
noisy elevated trains and swift motor ve- 
hicles. Things that would have terrified 
and stampeded all the horses of the city 
not so many years ago are regarded with 
complacency, and yet the animals have 
not lost certain instincts of dread.

Third avenue last week'there loomed up 
a gigantic polar bear. He was stuffed, 
the sign of a farrier, being taken to the 
taxidermist for repairs. As he slowly 
moved down the avenue there was an 
equine panic. The sparks flew- from the 
granite blocks where the iron hoofs 
struck as the most pacific horses reared 
and plunged.—New York Times.

TEANSFEEKED TO INDIANA 


War Department Turns Him Over to 


Officials of That Mate—Body of 
Supposed Goodman to Be Returned 
to Jeffersonville For Autopsy 


Louisville, Nov. 14.—Newell C. Rath- 


bun, who was arrested here on suspicion 
of having caused the death at Jefferson- 
jille, Ind., of Charles Goodman, who 
Was found dead in a hotel in that city, 
la-st Thursday, death having resulted, it 
is supposed, from laudanum poisoning, 
IB in the Clark county, lud., jail on a 
charge of murder. 


Under instructions from the war de- 


partment at Washington Rathbun, who 
is a deserter from tbe United States 
army, was turned over to the Indiana 
authorities last evening 
and tafcen 


across tbe river. 


Other features of the case yesterday 


were the decision of the authorities to 
have the body of the supposed Goodman 
returned to Jeffersonville from LitUe 
Rock for an autopsy and identification, 
and the refusal of the local authorities 
to send Rathbun to Little Rock to testify 
at the coroner's inquest over the corpse 
which was shipped there. 


A telegram has bees received from tlie 


chief of police of Bvansrillo, Jnd., stat- 
ing that Goodman was a reside it of 
Cripple Creek, Col., where K vrns a 
brass worker. Whan nsked for his 
opinion as to the claim liiarte by Mrs. 
Rathbun that the Corpse shipped to 
Little Rock was that of her husband, 
Eathbun laughed 
sud 
remarked: 


"Maybe it is his corpse." This is a') 
he would say on the subject. 


Dr. Benson Doolittle, proprietor of a 


drug store in Jeffersonville close to the 
undertaking establisment of E. M. Coots 
& Sons, was in the morgue when the 
alleged discovery was made that Good- 
man's stomach contained laudanum. 
The fumes were unmistakeable, he in- 
sisted. Coroner Coots walken into the 
room and instantly said: "Laudanum. 
Open tbe windows and doors." Dr. 
Doolittle says he will swear laudanum 
was in Goodman's stomach in. large 
quantity. 


The Louisville police have begun send- 


ing all over the United States photo- 
graphs and a description of Rathbun in 
an effort to positively identify him. 


In the jail at Jeffersonville Rathbun 


tins asked whether his wife at Little 
Bock was implicated in the plot to col-' 
lect the insurance. After several mo- 
ments' silence he replied: "No, there 
,was nobody in it at Little Rock.'1 


Little Rock, Nov. 14.—In order to es- 


tablish the identity of the man under 
arrest at Louisville, snid to be Newell 
C. Rathbun, Deputy Sheriff Chiehester 
left yesterday afternoon for Louisville, 
acompanied by Emil T. Gloecjiler, who 
fcnow*'"-ftithl)uril well. Coroner'Young 
took testimony yesterday touching the 
indentity of the dead man whose body 
was sent here as that of Rathbun. 
Charles McBLown, whose wife is a sister 
of Rathbun's wife, testified that he was 
trell acquainted with Rathbun. He had 
looked at the body and he thought that It 
was undoubtedly that of Rathbun. 
[Witness received the remains at the 
depot on Sunday morning and had them 
conveyed to his house. When 1 he coffin 
was opened Rathbun's wife looked at 
the body and said: "That's my dar- 
ling." The first Intimation that witness 
had that anything was wrong was when 
Mrs. J. C. Watkins came to his house 
on Sunday, and after looking at the 
body, said it was not that of Rath- 
bun. 


Rathbun's wife did not appear before 


the coroner's jury yesterday in response 
to the summons served upon her.

eration and convention, and call an- 
other meeting, at which the views oi 
the dissatisfied delegates may be ex- 
pressed publicly. 


Colonel Breckiuridge'a speech 
was 


considered courteous and in the vein 
of a supplemental welcome to that of 
the mayor. He sa'd that he WES ti e 
friend of labor organizations and that 
he heartily favored the organization of 
labor, but he thought its bailies should 
be fought with reason and not with 
force and the day of strikes was over, 
citing and criticizing the big steel strike 
at the same time. He said fudher tbat 
he did not believe it conducive to the 
best interests of labor, but unjust fur 
unions, to demand that only such men 
as they chose be employed by employers, 
and only union men be allowed to work. 
This expression of opinion was not 
pleasing to a number of the delegates 
and several wanted to make speeches 
when Colonel Breckinridge had con- 
cluded. 


Chairman Learning announced that 


the pro-gram was concluded and de- 
clared the meeting adjourned.

C1UNBSR EXCLUSION. 


The Chinese exclusion act, passed In 


1892, was limited to ten years' duration 
and will expire by limitation next May. 
Before that time an effort 
will be 


made to pass a similar act for another 
ten years, and it is already evident 
that this attempt is to be met with 
strong oppostion. It will, however, be 
so warmly urged that it is difficult to 
see how congress can Justify any let- 
ting down of the bars. This city has 
known more about the results of the 
Introduction of Chinese labor than do 
most New England cities, and it Is 
probable that the resolution calling on 
Congressman Lawrence to favor a re- 
newal of the exclusion act already 
adopted by one of the unions, will be 
followed by many similar resolutions 
from the other organizations. 


Experience has confirmed the theory 


that the introduction of large numbers 
of Chinese as laborers in this country 
merely opens the way for industrial 
upheavals which are certain under the 
conditions thus presented. The coun- 


t try could ill afford to Invite such a 


condition of affairs by failing to re- 
new the terms of the act that Is- now 
In force. 


It is easy to say that the spirit of 


the nation Is that of opening Its doors 
to all* who wish to come, save the 
vicious. But the same law of self pro- 
tection, which Is the highest law of 
government, demands- that the nation 
take stern measures to exclude an 
Immigration so undesirable as that 
from China. 


Among the most earnest advocates 


of the admission of the Chinese is the 
Chinese Imperial consul-general, Ho 
Tow, who has written much in sup- 
port of his contention. The arguments 
be advances are intended to appeal to 
the Interests of capital and labor 
alike. As a matter of fact, they do 
neittter. 
One of the most compre- 


hensive statements of the other side 
that has been made Is by J. D. Phelan, 
th« present mayor of San Francisco, 
whose opportunities for observation of 
the Chinese problem as It affects this 
country hav^ been unsurpassed. He 
writes in the North American Review 
under the title "Why 
the Chinese 


should be excluded." and shows long 
experience in facing the problem, with 
the most careful study of all, its con- 
ditions, 


He speaks of the 
ever Increasing 


sentiment against the admission of 
the Chinese along the Pacific coast, 
Wbtre they are settled in greatest 
numbers, although during the 20 years 
that the exclusion act has been in 
force the Chinese population of the 
country has drifted 
from the 
west 


largely to the east. What accomplnled 
the previous influx of Chinese, he tells 
In a few words: 


"It is well known that prior to the 


exclusion laws the state of California 
suffered acutely from labor troubles 
and business derangement. Unemploy-" 
ed men, hungry from want of work, 
marched the streets of the cities, in- 
augurated political parties, disturbed 


- the peace of the communities by riot- 
ous outbreaks which 
threatened at 


times the foundations 
of law 
and 


order." 


So urgent is the opposition to taking 


down the bars in California that there 
wi'.I be held in San Francisco next 
week a convention to memorialize 
congress on the subject. 


But coming to HoYow's arguments 


in favor of Chinese immigration, he 
admits at thc very start all that is 
Bald concerning his people. He says: 


"I shall concede that Chinese do Jr. 


a sense 
woik 
more 
cheaply than 


whites; that they Hve more cheaply; 
that they send their money out of the 
country to China; that most of them 
have no intention of remaining in the 
United States; 
* 
» 
* 
that they 


•*• not adopt American manners, but 


llv« in colonies and not 
after 
the 


American fashion." 


He argues that these very conditions 


are to the advantage of the United 
States, since the work that they do 
more cheaply than Americans would 
do it adds by so much to the material 
development of the country. The best 
answer is contained In Mr. Phelan's 
own reply, based on the experience oi 
the west, that they crowd out white 
labor, when he says: "As mere labor- 
ers, there is little to complain of in 
them; but for all purposes 
of citi- 


zenship their usefulness 
ends with 


their day's work; and whatever they 
are paid, they are paid too much, be- 
cause they make ho contribution by 
service or citizenship or family life to 
the permanent interests of the coun- 
try." 


Experience has also shown that the 


Chinese claim as presented by Ho Yo\v, 
that his countrymen do not learn to do 
skilled work, is false. The statistleb 
of the employed in California shov, 
conclusively that although the Chinese 
are unskilled when they come to this 
country, their powers of imitation art 
such that they soon acquire a ski)! 
which enables them to compete with 
the trained American workman. 


The Chinese are good laborers. Ot" 


this there is no doubt. But the duty 
of the American government is to the 
American people, and white the tem- 
porary profits of Chinese labor to cer- 
tain individual employers 
might 
be 


great, the danger involved is one which 
cannot be contemplated with equanim- 
ity. Mr. Phelan perhaps looks on the 
matter with too dark a view, but he 
speaks from the fullest of knowledge, 
and although the conclusion of the 
whole-matter that he draws may.be 
overdone, still there are few who will 
not admit the fact that the tendency 
would be towards the picture he draws. 
He says: 


"It is no dream, in this day of indus- 


trial combinations, when we behold 
the unrestricted power of capital', to 
foresee that with the abandonment of 
the policy of exclusion land barons, 
money 
captains, 
commercial kings, 


would reduce American labor to- the 
condition of Oriental servility, and to 
a standard of living no better than 
that of the Chinese. This certainly 
would be the inevitable tendency, and 
I believe, on account of their tracta- 
bility, the Chinese would be given 
preference 
in 
employment, 
y which 


would mean the destruction of the 
American workingman, the destruc- 
tion of the republic." 


With such a result as this In view 


the people of the country may well 
find cause for alarm in the appearance 
of a determination on the part of any 
to open the country to the horde of 
such laborers that would 
sweep in 


were the exclusion act removed. The 
determination Is on the part of those 
who would be willing to bring on con- 
ditions like those described for the 
profit to their own wealth. It is" a 
determination which should be opposed 
until the security of the country from 
such a thing is made certain.

We have advanced a long way beyond 


the day when ambitious young Nicholas 
Nickleby found his only opportunity of 
becoming a teacher in Wackford Squeers' 
famous advertisement. "N. B.— Assistant 
master wanted; £5 annual salary." The 
fitting of schools with teachers and 
teachers with schools is row a distinct 
business, one of the myriads of later day 
Industrie* which flourish in the metrop- 
olis. 


la the city ore several agencies which 


do n large and remunerative business iu 
furnishing institutions of learning with 
teachers. These agencies are In constant 
touch with colleges and normal schools 
on one hand and with the schools of the 
country oa the other. The agency deals 
in teachors almost as a merchant does in 
dry goods. The agency studies its cus- 
tomers imd knows the availability of the 
material it places ou the market. 


Providing a school with a teacher has 


come to be almost entirely a business 
transaction. The normal school or col- 
lege is the factory which can be relied 
upon to turn out a certain number of 
teachers annually. The agency is the 
market place, and the ngent is the sales- 
man who disposes of the college product 
to tie con Aimers, the ever increasing 
schools of the country. 


One of the largest of the city agencies 


is on the sec«nd floor of a quiet old build- 
ing not far from Union square. Ia the 
main office, which is carpeted and hand- 
somely furnished, eight clerks are at 
work answering letters and applications 
from both prospective teachers and from 
schools. In an inner ofBce the aspirant 
for the office of pedagogue is put thiough 
a series of questions to test his or her 
ability. On the result of this interview 
depends the classification in which hig 
services are placed upon the market. 


An idea of thp modus operand! of -the 


teachers' supply business as it is conduct- 
ed was given to the writer a few days agi» 
by the manager of this agener, It is usu- 
ally in junior year at college tHt a young 
man decides upon his profession. If it be 
teaching, he opens a correspondence with 
the agency, of whose existence he is first 
informed by the college authorities. The 
return mail brings him a blank, which he 
fills out with answers to many questions; 
He has to tell all about himself, from his 
religion to his ability in athletics. 
He 


also 
furnishes 
references 
which 
the 


agency carefully investigates. 
If they 


are satisfactory, the young man Is invited 
to visit tbe agency during his next vaca- 
tion. On that occasion the questions put 
to him are verbal ones. His manners, 
his bearing, his conversation, are all care- 
fully noted and recorded. He is then in- 
formed as to what sort of a teacher's po- 
sition he is eligible for, and his naive is 
in the market. 


So much for the history of the appli- 


cant's side of the transaction, but all the 
time that his eligibility is being consid- 
ered orders are <joming in for teachers. 
Boards of education in various cities 
want teachers for public schools. City 
private schools need instructors. 
Rich 


men write for tutors for their sons, and 
there is a demand for governesses and 
kindergartners. 


All the delicate questions of the adapta- 


bility of the applicant for the place must 
be decided by the .agent. He brings to 
his task ,t;}ie resu,!t;.pf years of experience, 
and on its successful performance depends 
the nx?eipt of Wture orders for teachers. 
From both school and applicant the agent 
receives a commission as his profit on the 
transaction. 


"I am not a teacher myself," said the 


manager of the cgency spoken of, "and 
never have been one. In fact, I could 
never quite understand why any clever 
young person wants to be a teacher. 


"I suppose it is because teaching is an 


Intellectual pursuit, and the number of 
vocations of that kind is not on the in- 
crease nowadays. It is certainly a fact 
that the list of men and women who as- 
pire to be teachers grows longer every 
year, although much more is required of a 
teacher now than formerly. 


"There was "a time when the scholarly 


attainments and good moral character of 
as applicant were the only things consid- 
ered, but that time is past. A teacher to 
succeed nowadays must have good man- 
ners and address. He must have savoir 
faire and be able to set an example to 
his pupils in culture and refinement. 
:'The ordinary pay of a teacher at tbe 


beginning is $600 per year. By nn exhi- 
bition of special excellence in his depart- 
ment he con rise in the profession to be a 
principal or even a college professor. Al- 
though the work of the primary school 
teacher is infinitely more exacting he is 
not pnid nearly so well as one who labors 
in high or even intermediate grades. 


"For reasons which are incomprehensi- 


ble to me women teachers are never paid 
as much as men for the same work. It i£ 
not at nil unusual for us to receive a let- 
ter from some school requesting a teach- 
er for some particular department. 
It 


makes no difference to us, the letter will 
say, whether you send us a man or wom- 
an, but if a man the salary will be a third 
more than to n woman. 


"Because a teacher fails to make a suc- 


cess in his first charge it does not at nil 
follow that lie is unfitted for the profes- 
sion. In fret, I frequently send teachers 
to beginners' positions in the belief that 
thc experience they will receive there will 
only fit them for the more serious work 
which will come later on. 
, "The one besetting sin of young inex- 
perienced teachers is conceit. They think 
they know ii all. To attempt to reason 
with them 01 TO offer suggestions is worse 
than usoles.*. The only thing to do 'is to ' 
place them under a year's contract as | 
masters of a lot of boys, in some distant 
school, who.e» chief ambition is to make 
the teacher's life miserable. If they do 
not lose their conceit during that year'? 
mauling an.l annoyance, we decide that 
they are iKifo^sible. but they usually do, 
and when tlcy apply to us for a second 
engagement they are usually exception- 
ally competent." — New York Mail and 
Express.

Fhut of a LoaU-rHle Belle "Who Saw 


Her Fiance Rob Her. 


"One 
of the 'most curious of Kentucky 


Uories and one that never reached the 
rars of the newspapers," gossiped a 
Louisville visitor the other day, "occurred 
lome years ago in our city.

An only child and motherless, she

As is the custom in many southern 
j.laces, the servants lived in a small 
building in the rear of the large plot of 
land surrouncSng the house. Late one 
afternoon the father told his daughter 
that she had better arrange to spend the 
night with one ol her friends, as he ex- 
pected to leave the city on a business trip 
and would be gone overnight. 


"She told- him that she would not be 


afraid to stay in the house alone. She 
expected tof-£o out to the theater that 
evening with her fiance. When they re- 
turned, she would ask him to see that all 
the windows were securely fastened, and 
she would feel perfectly secure after he 
had gone. 


"Her 
fatner 
somewhat 
reluctantly 


agreed to this and started on bis journey. 
The girl and'her fiance went out together, 
as they haU'ajfranged to do. It seemed a 
peculiarly :napp'y evening to the young 
woman. They returned to the house in 
due time. At her request her fiance exam- 
ined all the windows and doors to see 
that they were fastened. She bade him 
good night and went up to her room, ask- 
ing him to extinguish the front hall light 
and close the front door as he left. She 
saw the light, go out and heard the front 
door slam. f 
"Thinking "air was safe, she prepared to 


retire. Just before getting into bed and 
while standing in front of her mirror 
combing her hair at a dresser just oppo- 
site the door to the room and over which 
was a transom she saw reflected from 
the transom the face of a man.

^RIDING THE STANG.' 


An Ol* Curtain That Still Lire* IB 


the North of ISnftiniul. 


In some portions of the world the cus- 


toms of the "good old days" still obtain. 
The method pursued in the treatment of 
drunken husbands in the north of Eng- 
land is a survival from the time when 
tfcere were no magistrates convenient be- 
fore whom the erring husband might be 
haled. 


This method is known as "riding the 


staaz," and, thaugn ?. rery old practice, 
quite receatly two ca^es of its being en- 
forced were brought before the public 
notice. 


The erring husbands were tied astride 


long poles and carried in this ridiculous 
and uncomfortable position through the 
streets of their town and followed by a 
jeering crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren, who did not hesitate to pelt^them 
with refuse, according to the time hon- 
ered usage on these occasions. 
• 


There nre variations of the methods of 


"riding the stang," however, that men- 
tioned above being perhaps the severest 
form. 


In parts of Yorkshire and other north- 


ern counties, for instance, "riding the 
stang" is practiced more as a vicarious 
punishment for any frailty on the part 
of man or wife than a- direct and per- 
sonal punishment, as te the cases in- 
stanced above. 
, 


Needless" to say, in the cases in which 


the ceremony is performed vicariously 
the person who rides the stang is not 
subjected to bodily ill treatment at the 
bands of those who perform it. 


It is usually some good natured friend 


who is selected for bestriding the stang. 
He is carried through the streets in the 
dusk of the evening on the shoulders of 
two men, preceded by another carrying 
a lantern. 


At every fifty yard's or so the proces- 


sion makes a halt, during which the ac- 
commodating stang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while I you harangue; 


"Tis neither for your sake nor for my saVe 


That I ride the rtang, 


But it is far the wife ol John Smith 


That I ride the gtaag. -* 


In the fullness of time the procession 


finds itself outside the house of the guilty 
husband, where it disperses after a few 
choruses of hoots and jeers. 


The vocal discord, however, is seldom 


deemed sufficiently soul stirring, a sup 
plementary pandemonium produced from 
pots, pans and kettles usually being -em- 
ployed against the offender. 


Mountains Made of Skeleton*. 


i Many of the most imposing mountain 
ranges of the globe are largely made up 
of* limestones composed almost entirely 
of the bard parts of animals which once 
lived m the sea, the most important of 
these rock building forms being of a very 
small size. The solid earth is, in fact, 
a colossal graveyard, and many of its 
most imposing elevations are stupendous 
tombstones. 


The chalk making up the white cliffs 


to which England owes her name of 
Albion (Latin, albus, white) is chiefly 
composed of microscopic shells closely re- 
sembling those now found at the bottom 
of the sea. Hills and mountain ranges 
largely made of. this chalk extend from 
Britain and France round the shores of 
the Mediterranean and away into Asia, 
and are largely represented in other parts 
of the world. Even more remarkable is 
the limestone of which the pyramids are 


, built. 


This is chiefly made up of coin shaped 


shells (mummulitcs). partly responsible, 
no doubt, for eastern legends of magic 
money. The limestone containing them 
attains a thickness of several thousand 
feet and is the material of which many 
mountain ranges are largely built. Be- 
ginning on the west, we havp the Pyre- 
nees and Alps, followed by the Carpa- 
thians, Cancasiis, mountains of Asia 
Minor, North Africa and Baluchistan 
and, lastly, the SuIeitDan mountains. 
Himalayas and ranges in China and 
Japan.

The sport called in Mexico "running 


the rooster" is one of the most brutal 
and cowardly diversions thnt can be wit- 
nessed—cowardly in the extreme because 
the victim is always sure to be killed, has 
no vestige of a chance to escape his fate. 
Utterly defenseless by reason of his lack 
of size and strength, he is so treated that 
he cannot even use the simple means of 
saving himself which nature has given 
him. 


Every old resident in Mexican commu- 


nities has witnessed- it, but few others 
have any idea what the game really is. 
A rooster is taken—a dozen or more may 
be used for a single occasion—and is bur- 
ii'd in the ground up to the neck. The 
frightened thing can only turn his head 
aud cast pitiful glances at the hilarious 
brutes surrounding him. 


A dozen or more caballeros then mount 


their restless ponies and in Indian file 
gallop for the rooster, who keeps dodging 
hiu head in every direction to escape the 
hoofs of the ponies. 


Rider after rider at full gallop stoops 


down from his saddle to grasp the fowl's 
head and wrest it from its living tomb. 
Aj soon as one succeeds he is off, holding 
the rooster by the neck. He now becomes 
a target for all the rest, who ride at him 
full speed, trying to take his prize from 
him. 


Hia nearest assailant will have the 


rooster'* body struck in his face. Should 
he, however, get hold of a leg or a wing, 
both pull. The leg or wing is liable to 
come off, of course, and the bird screams 
in agony as long as it can. But that is 
toon over. It is torn in pieces by the dif- 
ferent champions. 


The one who can make the designated 


circuit and'deliver the head on the judge's 
stand is declared the winner and gets a 
email money prize. 


•By thia time moat of the contestants 


•re bloody from head to waist if not to 
foot. Shouts' of applause greet the val- 
iant champion. 


Another rooster goes into the pit and is 


compelled to pass the same ordeal. This 
Is repeated until the enpply of roosters is 
exhausted. Horses and men sometimes 
fare ill too. The riding is of a moat reck- 
less character, and horses ran into each 
other and are thrown down. It is not 
mar.y years since a man by the name of 
Romero had hi* neck broken by being 
thrown under his falling horse. 


It is impossible to imagine a spectacle 


wore revolting than this. In the bullfight 
the animal w>metimes •gets in a little 
work, but the rooater is simply butchered 
In tb« moat brutal style imaginable—torn 
to pieces while alive—simply to gratify 
the Mraie taste* of « crowd of looker*

KBOTV When to Drop It. 


"When I broke into the newspaper 


business," said the veteran New York 
correspondent of a big western daily, "I 
made a hit on my very first assignment, 
end. odJIy enough, ruy success was due 
entirely to ray ignorance of my profes- 
sion. 


"I hid long had an ambition to be a 


newepajpr man, and when I was offered 
a position on a morning paper I jumped 
at the chance. It wasn't much of a posi- 
tion, and for several months I hung 
around the office waiting for the news as- 
signment which did not come. Now and 
then I would be sent out to get material 
for an 'obit.' note on somebody who had 
died or perhaps \vould have a chance at a 
late fire. But it was a reel lettp 
day 


when I got more than ten lines into the 
paper. Still, I turned up regularly every 
noon with the reporters and stood around 
waiting for that assignment. 


"One day the city editor called me to 


his desk and gare me an anonymous "post- 
al card the paper had received calling at- 
tention to high assessments which had 
been put upon property in a certain 
street. He told me to, look it up. It was 
one of those things where the chances for 
a story were about one ia a million, but 
with that blissful ignorance which char- 
acterizes the 'cub reporter' I started for 
the place. 


"Not 
knowing anything 
about 
the 


methods of reporters, I canvassed that 
street from beg'iining to end—it was 
about two miles long—and, although I 
met with many rebuffs, I did get some 
stuff that was really good, although I did 
not know it at the time. When I came 
in, 1 was told to write a column and a 
half, and by a bit of good luck I put the 
Story together in the proper form. 


"The story suggested that great abuses 


had been perpetrated by certain city offi- 
cials, and after it was printed the nest 
day two of the old reporters were sent 
out to follow it up. They came back 
without anything, and I was ordered out 
again. By following my method of the 
previous day I secured enough additional 
matter for another story, the paper open- 
ed a fight on the officials in question, and 
for several days that was our leading 
story- 
"That was my start. Not many years 


afterward I became the night city editor 
of the same paper. It was ignorance— 
pure, unadulterated ignorance—of report- 
ers' methods that yielded my first story, 
but I had sense enough to discover very 
soon after that the same thing would not 
carry me any farther."—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

IVlio Bore Benedict Arnold'* Nome. 
Touching on the tie.ison of Benedict 


Arnold there is a little known story; 
v, Inch had for the scene of its action th» 
four years of the •nar of secession, says 
the Chicago Times-Herald. In response! 
to the first call of Abraham Lincoln foB 
troops a youag man appeared at a De* 
troit recruiting o9ice and enlisted. H« 
went to the front and in the course of sis 
months was made a commissioned officer* 
He was of a retiring disposition, always 
courteous to nib fellow officers and just tol, 
Lis men, but he sought no close friend-' 
ships. He was known throughout thai 
command as a man whose devotion to) 
dufy amounted to a passion. He once 
sought and secured a change of command 
in order to have more frequent hand in 
the heavy fighting. He was wounded 
three or four times and was so restlessly 
anxious to get back to duty that the sur* 
geons found him a hard patient. 


This soldier rose to the rank of major. 


At the battle of Lookout Mountain he 
was desperately wounded. He was in the 
hospital for some months. Then conva- 
lescence came and with convalescence the 
restive desire to get to the front again. 
Ho told the surgeon that he was fi !'y 
able to refort for duty. The surgeon told 
Mm that he was not and that he must 
stay on the sick report for some time lon- 
ger. Then the uinjor wrote a letter to hi3 
colonel in tlio field and asked him if the 
cbejing ot the doctor's orders was com- 
pulsory. The colonel, who knew his man, 
wrote back that it was as much a part of 
a soldier's duty to obey the surgeon as it 
was to obey a commanding officer who) 
ordered a charge on a breastworks in the 
face of shrapnel. This satisfied the ma- 
jor, and he underwent the rp«t of his con» 
finemeut in the hospital resignedly if not 
cheerfully. 


Finally the major went back to thai 


front. He was offered at one time a cokn 
nelcy. Ho Hethned. lie fought in every 
battle of the- Inter Richmond campaign; 
and was in at 1ho end at Appomattos. 
The major headed his battalion in th» 
great parade of the returning victors np 
Pennsylvania avenue. Then there cama 
the final mustering out of the troops. 
Less than a month afterward the colonek 
of a fighting line regiment received a let-4 
tcr bearing a Toronto postmaik. It wag 
from the major. It said in part: "I serv- 
ed all through the war under an assumed 
name. I trust that I did my full duty. I 
wish you now to know that I did what It 
did in order that I might in some littla 
way make atonement for the deed of one' 
of my family. Sir, I am n Canadian by 
birth, and my canie is John Benedicts 
Arnold."

A dram of an extreme re;iiiNiveiie';s oif 


nature is one used by tup lamas 01 Tilirt 
at some of their church ceremonies. For 
this the craniums of two skulls, prefera- 
bly children's, are taken, nnd over the 
concave side of each is sti etched the skin 
of a snake. The two skulls are then ce- 
mented at their veitices to either side of 
a wooden disk covered with a cotton 
cloth, the stretched skins being outer- 
most. These dninw sira often ornamented 
by having the b«a^R of devils ainl such 
like horrors, the more repulsive the bet- 
ter, painted upon them in red and blua 
colors.

COUNTERFEIT UNION UBELS 


WIDELY CIRCULATED HERE 


Discovery Made ef Thousands ef Ci- 


gars Bearing Them. Agent Ar« 


retted and Fined in Holyokt 


Local cigar makers have discovered 


within a week or so a large quantity 
of cigars has been Sold to local deal- 
ers .which bear counterfeit union la- 
bels. It is estimated that fully 10,000 
cigars were disposed of here by the 
enterprising agent who handled them. 
There is a penalty of $100 for counter- 
feiting this label,! t being a copy- 
righted trad® mark of the union. 
The 


counterfeit 
nature of the labels was 


discovered after the man had 
prac- 


tically completed his work, and an ef-r 
fort made to have him arrested, but 
he evidently suspected trouble, and dis 
appeared before the complaint was 
mad*. 


A man named Louis Bernstein was 


arrested in Holyoke Monday for the 
same thing, and ihe local cigarmakers 
believe that he is the same one who 
operated here. Bernstein was arrested 
in Holyoke on the double charge of 
peddling without a license-and circu- 
lating counterfeit labels. He pleaded 
guilty to the foirner and not guilty to 
the latter. 


Bernstein when on the stand said 


he purchased the cigars of Charles W. 
Solomon of Maineri Lane, N .Y., and 
as some of the boxes were without 
Union labels Solomon gave him a num- 
ber to put on. The defendant had no 
suspicion the stamps were counterfeit, 
he said. Bernstein was fined $25 in the 
label case and $10 for unlawful ped- 
dling. 


During the trial Bernstein said he 


sold a 1'ot of cigars in Springfield and 
representatives 
of the craft 
from 


that city attempted to secure his re- 
turn in order to locate the purchasers 
Bernstein, however, hastily 
paying 


his fines, made his escape. 


The cigars which he had offered for 


sale here he offered at a price far be- 
low that which is usually paid for 
union made cigars, but 
seeing what 


yiiif-y supp'osed to be the 
label all 


right, several of the dealers invested 
heavily. It- will of course become nec- 
essary for them, knowing that the la- 
bels are counterfeit, to remove them. 
The price asked was less than 75 cents 
a box in many caes. The cigars were 
a cheaply made grade from Pennsyl- 
vania.

The friends of Rev. Dr. Greer of 


New York, who favored him for the 
office of bishop of the new Episcopal 
diocese, and who had believed that he 
would consent to take the office al- 
though he had not said that he would, 
are disappointed in learning that he 
has written to Rev. J. C. Brooks of 
Springfield, saying that he will not al- 
low the use of his name. 


Following: this announcement the 


name of Rey. Dr. Arthur Lawrence of 
Stockbridge, who succeeded Rev. J. 
C. Tebbetts 'Of this city as archdeacon 
of the Springfield archdeaconry, has 
been mentioned prominently again. It 
is now stated that Rw. Mr. Brooks of 
Springfield is favorable to the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Lawrence. The ves- 
try of St. Paul's church of Stock- 
bridge has adopted unanimous resolu- 
tions favoring the ^selection of Dr. 
Lawrence and also have taken an in- 
formal canvas of most of the churches 
in this vicinity and it is found that the 
feeling in favor of the appointment of 
Dr. Lawrence is very cordial; similar 
assurances have been received from 
other parts of the new diocese. 


It has been decided to formally pre- 


sent the name of Dr. Lawrence at the 
convention of delegates to be held in 
Springfield next week when the new 
bishop will be selected, and the indi- 
cations are that he will be selected. 


Another question that is being- dis- 


cussed as to -whether Springfield or 
Worcester shall be made the cathedral 
city. To the minds of nearly all Epis- 
copalians in this vicinity, Springfield 
is preferable. The reasons urged are 
that Springfield is nearer the geo- 
graphical center of the diocese, atfd is 
easily accessible. She has an abund- 
ance of hotels, is in the midst of a 
busy and growing district, and has a 
larger number of churches and com- 
municants and more parochial prop- 


ts^ithin and about her borders than 


any other city. 


It also has a church edifice, 'Christ 


church, well adapted for a cathedral, 
should it be thought best to establish 
one. 
The fact is also pointed out that 


Christ church numbers more communi 
cants than any other in Massachusetts, 
excepting Trinity of Boston and St. 
Anne's of Lowell.
